


DoD Imposes 
Conduct Rules 


(FULL TEXT OF DIRECTIVE— 
PAGE 21) 


The Defense Department has or- 
dered new restrictions on the ac- 
tivities of active, retired and 
former military personnel. 

The _ restrictions, which both 
elaborate on existing “conflict of 
interest” regulations and impose 
new requirements, advise military 
personnel not only to avoid situa- 
tions which would place their pri- 
vate interests in conflict with their 
military status, but also to avoid 
all activities which would give an 
appearance of such conflict. 

The directive, (5500.7) specifical- 
ly forbids active duty civilian and 
military personnel from using 
their titles in connection with 
commercial enterprises, 

Following is the Defense De- 
partment’s official summary of the 
new directive: 

“1. All Department of Defense 
personnel, military and _ civilian, 
are required to avoid not only any 
activity which would place them 
in a position of conflict between 
their private interests and the in- 
terest of the United States, but 
even all activities which would 
give an appearance of such a con- 
flict. 

“Department of Defense person- 
nel are prohibited from accepting 
any favors, gratuities, or enter- 
tainment, not only where such 
activity might affect their impar- 
tiality in government matters, but 
even where it might give the ap- 
pearance of affecting such im- 
partiality. 

“2. Department of Defense per- 
sonnel are required to report to 
superiors any possible conflict of 
interest with respect to matters 
on which they might be working 
and to withdraw from such mat- 
ters. 

“3. Department of Defense per- 
sonnel are prohibited from dealing 
with former government person- 
nel if such action might involve 
a violation of a conflict of inter- 
ests law applicable to such former 
personnel. 

“4. The directive contains a very 
tight definition of selling in order 
to close loopholes that have been 
troublesome in the past. 

“5. For the first time for the 
entire Department of Defense, a 
procedure is established whereby 
former officers of the Armed 
Forces who have served eight 
years or more on active duty are 
required to complete a form enroll- 
ing with the department with 
which they propose to do business 
prior to conducting any business 
with that department. 

“6. For the first time, civilian, 
as well as military, personnel are 
prohibited from using their offi- 
cial titles in connection with com- 
mercial enterprises, While this is 
not applicable to military person- 
nel not on active duty, the military 
departments have been given au- 
thority to restrict inactive and 
retired military personnel from 
using their military titles in con- 
nection with public appearances 
Overseas. Such personnel are also 
prohibited from using their titles 
in connection with commercial 
enterprises where such use might 
mislead the public into believing 
that the Department of Defense 
endorsed the enterprise involved. 

“7. All Department of Defense 
Personnel are prohibited from ac- 
cepting outside employment which 
might interfere with performance 

if their official duties. 

. “8. Each military department 
5 will have an official to insure 
_{ompliance with this directive.” 
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Organizations Unite To Back 
Drive For Pay Recomputation 


HE nation’s major military and vet- 

erans associations, with the powerful 
support of the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, have banded together for a con- 
certed drive to obtain long-delayed Sen- 
ate hearings on the retirement recom- 
putation pay bill. 

Meeting at the Army Navy Club in 
Washington, D. C., on 13 July, spokes- 
men for various retired, reserve, veteran 
and Service-associated groups mapped 
plans for an all-out fight to obtain their 
“day in court.” 

Brig. Gen. John A. Elmore, USA-Ret., 
who chaired the gathering, declared that 
“the last barrier” to expeditious Senate 
hearings has now been removed. 

He reminded those attending the meet- 


ing that Chairman Richard B. Russell 
(D-Ga) of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee had said he would not sched- 
ule hearings until the University of 
Michigan completed its study of the 
military retirement system and reported 
back to the Committee. 

General Elmore said the report, deliv- 
ered to the Senate on 6 July and pub- 
lished in detail in last week’s JOURNAL, 
“hurt us a little bit, but not too much.” 
The important thing, he said, is that 
“the last announced barrier to holding 
hearings has been removed.” 

The Michigan group, in reporting its 
findings to the Senate Committee, said 
it found no “persuasive” arguments for

Defense Tightens Civilian Job Controls 
For Retired; Seeks To Avoid Suspicion 


HE Pentagon has tightened controls on the employment of retired military per- 


sonnel within the Defense Department. 


Outlining a series of “safeguards” to assure that all DoD jobs are filled “on an 
equitable basis,” Deputy Secretary of Defense Roswell L. Gilpatric has told the 
Services that eligible career employees must be given preferential job treatment. 

Civilian positions must not be held open pending the retirement of uniformed 
personnel, he said, and the Service Secretaries must give specific approval before 
a retired member of the Armed Forces can be employed at an installation where he 
was stationed within six months immediately preceding the appointment. 

In a directive to the civilian chiefs of the Armed Forces, Secretary Gilpatric 
said “Full consideration, in accordance with in-service placement and promotion 
procedures, will be given to eligible career employees before selecting retired mili-

OK’s SDO Plan 


For USMC; Gen. Hill Opposes 


HE Senate Armed Services Commit- 

tee has approved legislation authoriz- 
ing the transfer of all Marine Corps’ 
supply duty officers from their restricted 
SDO designations to the unrestricted 
Line, About 400 officers will be involved 
in the shift. 

The legislation, previously approved 
by the Heuse, is expected to win swift 
passage in the Senate and go to the 
White House to be signed into law. 

General David M. Shoup, Marine Corps 
Commandant, told the Senate Committee 
the “single purpose” of the legislation 
“is to improve the effectiveness of the 


Marine Corps.” 

Maj. Gen, W. P. T. Hill, USMC-Ret., 
former Quartermaster General of the 
Marine Corps, testified in opposition to 
the proposal, urging the Senate Commit- 
tee to kill the measure and protect the 
“Joyal dedicated officers who gave up 
their chance to become Commandant of 
the Marine Corps” by serving in supply 
assignments. 

General Hill said he had no personal 
fight with General Shoup, whom he ad- 
mires and who “has had a hard time 
straightening out the Marine Corps,”

Gen. LeMay Speaks 
Out For B-70, B-52 


ENERAL Curtis E. LeMay, Air Force 
CofS, has told the Senate Military 
Appropriations Subcommittee that Con 
gress should provide a $973 million fiscal 
’62 bank account for manned bombers. 
He suggested that the funds be di- 
vided about equally between the B-70 
program ($448 million) and the B-52 
($525 million). This is $228 million more 
than President Kennedy requested for 
the B-70. No additional funds were re- 
quested by the Administration for the 
B-52, although the Senate and House 
Armed Services Committees have au- 
thorized $525 million for continued pro- 
duction of the bomber, and the House 
has voted about $229 million in appro- 
priations, 

General LeMay told the Senate Com- 
mittee that the first prototype B-70 will 
be ready for flight in 1962 and the first 
wing of B-70’s as a weapon system will 
be operational in the first quarter of 
1967 “if we go ahead with full funding.” 

In keeping with Deputy Secretary of 
Defense Roswell Gilpatric’s earlier as- 
surances before the committee that top 
military leaders were free to give their

Eisenhower supported the recomputation bill. 

e Urge the Senator or Congressman to seek hearings on the measure.

DoD Designates Joint Training Courses 
In Supply Procurement For All Services 


JOINT Armed Services training pro- 

gram has been established for De- 
partment of Defense personnel engaged 
in the procurement of supplies, con- 
struction and services. 

Fourteen courses of instruction in 
the field of procurement, currently op- 
erated on a single department basis, 
have been designated joint courses to be 
attended on a quota basis by students 
from all the military departments. They 
will replace 24 separate courses. Of the 
fourteen joint courses three are of the 
general survey type, and the remaining 
eleven are specialized in nature. 

The Army, Navy and Air Force will 
continue to operate separately a total of 
six courses, each of which is specialized 
in procurement practices peculiar to the 
particular military department. 

The sponsoring department of a joint 
course will present the course, deter- 
mine quotas for the other military serv- 
ices, be responsible for course content, 
faculty, and funding. It may request 
staffing assistance from a using service. 

The Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Installations and Logistics) is respon- 
sible for management of the new joint 
program.

SecDef Has Ample 
Power, Says Gates 
Defense Secretary Thomas

} S. Gates, jr. has gone on record 
| against “further statutory increases” in 
the powers of the Secretary of Defense. 

In his fiscal 1960 annual report to the 
President, just released, Mr. Gates 
pointed out that within certain limita- 
tions, “the authority of the Secretary of 
Defense is today beyond legal challenge.” 

“No function of the Defense establish- 
ment is to be carried out independent 
of his authority,” Mr. Gates continued. 
“Further statutory increases of the Sec- 
retary’s powers would be of little or no 
significance.” 

Mr. Gates pointed out that the only 
statutory limitations on the powers of 
the Secretary of Defense center about 
four main points. 

Under the National Security Act, he 
is forbidden to merge the Military De- 
partments, or establish a single Chief of 
Staff, an over-all armed forces general 
staff, or any military staff other than 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

He is also forbidden to change the 
statutory functions of the Military De- 
partments without Congressional ap- 
proval, with the exceptions of the de- 
velopment and use of new weapons and 
the administration of supplies and serv- 
ices common to more than one Depart- 
ment, 

Mr. Gates noted one final limitation, 
“if it is a limitation.” This, he said, is 
“that a Secretary of a military depart- 
ment and a member of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff may present to the Congress, 
on his own initiative, any recommenda- 
tion he may deem proper.” 

This provision, Mr, Gates commented, 
“has not been used since it was estab- 
lished in 1949.”

tary personnel for a civil service posi- 
tion.” 

The Deputy Defense Secretary told the 
Services they are to “establish any con- 
trols needed” to assure compliance with 
the rules contained in his directive. 

At the same time, he said the Defense 
Department has “a special obligation to 
assure that considera- 
tion of retired military 
personnel for civil serv- 
ice positions is extended 
on an equitable basis 
and that there is strict 
compliance in spirit and 
in procedure with the ’ 
fundamental merit sys- bi Fe 
tem principle of open 
public competition.” 

Secretary Gilpatric 
said “Such an approach 
is essential not only in 
the interests of the pub- | 
lic and of career civil | 
service employees, but |

Within statutory limi- 
tations, he said retired 
members of the Armed 
Forces “have every right 
to seek and be consid- 
ered for civil service 
positions on the same 
basis as other citizens” 
when the Department 
finds it “desirable and 
necessary to recruit 
from outside the Fed- 
eral service.” 

The “objective” in | 
such instances is “to ap- 
point the best qualified 
person available,” he 
said. 


Secretary Gilpatric 
noted that “for some 
positions, there will be 
retired military person- 
nel who possess qualifi- 
cations which make 
them a particularly good 
recruitment source.” 

When civilian jobs are 
being filled from an es- 
tablished civil service 
register, he said, “re- 
tired military personnel 
will be accorded treat- 
ment consistent with 
the provisions of the 
Veteran’s Preference 
Act and civil service 
regulations.” 

But, before selecting 
retired military person- 
nel when such a register 
is not used, he said, “re- 
cruitment for the posi- 
tion will be conducted 
in a way designed to as- 
sure that reasonable ef- 
forts are made to ob- 
tain applicants from all 
possible sources and in 
a manner that will 
avoid any suspicion of 
attempts to unduly limit 
competition.” 

This “safeguard” will 
require that the vacancy 
be well publicized and 
all interested candidates 
be given adequate time 
to apply, Secretary Gil- 
patric said.

(D-La), presiding over a Subcommittee 
meeting, ruled that the Committee had 
no jurisdiction in the matter inasmuch 
as it involved an amendment to the 
criminal code.

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United Front Can Win Recomputation Battle 


Armed Forces families will be greatly encouraged by the news 
(see first page) that a number of powerful organizations have banded 
together in a concerted drive to win Senate hearings on the legislation 
authorizing recomputation of retired pay. 

The active-duty, retired and reserve military community, not count- 
ing the millions of Service veterans throughout the land, holds an 
enormous bloc of votes which could, and should on occasion, be used 
to bring about Congressional action on important issues. 

Seldom, if ever, however, has this potential been welded into an 
effective instrument. It is heartening to see such powerful organizations 
as the Retired Officers Association, the Reserve Officers Association, the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, the U. S. Chamber of Commerce, the Navy 
League, the Association of the U. S. Army, and others, concentrating 
their strength in a combined effort to bring about action in the national 
legislature. 

With power-groups such as the labor unions, the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, the American Medical Association, and others, 
making daily demands on Congress, it is equally important that those 
who wear the uniform of their country be given a stronger voice in 
matters which affect their families. THE JOURNAL is delighted to see 
this development and is hopeful that it will be broadened and strengthed 
in the months and years ahead. Those organizations which have joined 
in the movement are to be complimented, and those which have not 
yet teamed-up should do so without delay. To repeat a truism: In 
union lies strength. : 

THE JOURNAL pledges its support in the drive and will work un- 
stintingly in the future as it has in the past to obtain fair and equitable 
treatment for military families on all fronts. 

In this particular case, there can be little doubt among fair-minded 
men that the Federal Government broke faith with the Armed Forces 
when—for no reason except political expediency—it over-turned the 
long standing, traditional policy of basing retired pay upon active duty 
military pay scales. If the recomputation measure was called up for de- 
bate in the Senate tomorrow, we believe it would be approved by a re- 
sounding majority, just as it passed the House last year without a single 
dissenting voice. 

The Senate Armed Services Committee should hold hearings with- 
out delay and we urge Chairman Richard B. Russell (D-Ga) to call the 
full Committee into session for this purpose. No measure now pending 
before the Senate group is more important to Service morale, especially 
at a time when members of the Armed Forces face the possibility of 
renewed sacrifices which could easily result from the Berlin crisis. 

The report of the University of Michigan is, as RAdm. Harold 
Houser has pointed out, only the opinion of a small group of professors, 
and should not bar immediate Senate hearings on the recomputation bill.

A Different View On Accrual Pay 


@ I submit herewith a rebuttal to 
the article “Q.&A. on Accrual Pay 
Tells Why AF Needs Legislation.” This 
article appeared in your paper, page 
8, 8 July 1961 issue, The rebuttal has 
been composed in its entirety by my- 
self, but the ideas it contains are large- 
ly the composite thoughts of a number 
of my fellow officers in Air Force R. 
and D, To a man we feel quite strong- 
ly on this issue. 

The official Air Force position on ac- 
crual pay has received widespread pub- 
licity. We feel that there is another 
side to this proposal which has not 
received any publicity. Therefore in 
keeping with the classic American tra- 
ditions of freedom of the press. it is 
our hope that you will see fit to print 
this rebuttal (not necessarily endorse 
it). 

Because the ideas expressed are so 
very obviously contrary to the position 
of the Chief Staff, I must—with some 
reluctance—request that you withhold 
my name.

A Question By Question 
Rebuttal 

Contrary to the implication inherent 
in the “Questions and Answers on Ac- 
crual Pay” not all Air Force men stand 
solidly behind the accrual proposal. 
Some of the objections, we the dissent- 
ers have, are voiced below in a ques- 
tion by question rebuttal of the origi- 
nal presentation. 

This article was first released by the 
Air Force News Service which pro- 
vides copy for base papers around the 
world. It was printed in full in the 
ARMY-NAVy-AIR FORCE JOURNAL, 8 July 
1961, page 8 and abstracted in the Air 
Force Times, 12 July 1961, page 8. 

We believe that any question of ac- 
crual pay must be discussed in rela- 
tion to the following facts. Military 
weapons presently constitute a highly 
complex and_ scientific technology. 
Moreover the rate of growth of this 
trend is apparently accelerating. There 
are two direct consequences of this 
state of affairs that bear on the ac- 
crual question. 

1. The number of manned aircraft 
needed by the Air Force is decreased, 
and therefore the number of aircraft 
fliers needed by the Air Force must de- 
crease, perhaps two or three-fold. 

2. The number of technical people, 
scientists, engineers, and technicians 
needed by the Air Force must increase, 
if the Air Force is to use, design or 
even purchase the complex weapon 
systems of the future. 

Although these two consequences are 
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widely admitted by the Air Force both 
in word and deed, the second one is 
conspicuously absent from any official] 
discussion of accrual pay. With both 
of the consequences in mind, we would 
like to comment on the original ques- 
tions raised by the article “Questions 
and Answers on Accrual Pay.” 

Q. Why do we wish to have accrual 
pay? “(The fliers) would be ready. .,. 
in event of a national emergency.” If 
the number of fliers needed is decreas- 
ing why must we have a ready re- 
serve in terms of 1961 requirements. 
If a national emergency occurs, which 
would require more fliers than antici- 
pated, is it conceivable that these 
grounded officers would or could refuse 
to return to the cockpit because they 
have not been receiving accrual pay. 
The logical extension to this is that 
the commander of an infantry com- 
pany might refuse to fight because he 
has been receiving the same pay as 
the division personnel officer during 
the preceding years of peace. 

“Department of Defense is not pro- 
posing to pay anyone ‘not to fly’.” Pray 
tell, what else is it? 

Q. Who then are the fliers? “They 
are some of our most highly experi- 
enced and decorated pilots, navigators, 
and commanders who have demon- 
strated the ability to control large for- 
mations in tough combat situations.” 
They are at the same time highly ex- 
perienced practitioneers of a dying skill. 
Unfortunately it is a hard, cold world 
of supply and demand, in which their 
skills are no longer needed. Remember 
the alternative to accrual is not firing 
these men but merely reducing their 
salary to level which their contem- 
poraries are receiving. This can hardly 
be termed ingratitude, particularly in 
view of the fact that many of their 
contemporaries possess skills which 
are not dead, but in very high demand. 

“Some are missilemen. Others are 
top-level staff-men who are _ project 
officers in vital Air Force technical 
fields.” This is absolutely and wholly 
irrelevant. It would be the crassest 
kind of injustice to award supplement- 
al pay only to those technical officers 
who used to fly. How about paying 
only those who were born on odd 
calendar days. 

Q. Why are we considering this 


form of pay? “In today’s lucrative job | 


market for technical personnel it goes 
against . common sense to reduce 
the pay of such highly qualified per- 
sonnel.” This statement has been one 
of the major arguments of the pro- 
accrual forces, yet it is absolutely

Courses 
are open to general officers, colonels, 
lieutenant colonels, and GS-13’s and 
higher—the top manager-leaders who 
play important roles in service to their 
nation—for those whose time and talents 
are valuable and difficult to spare. 


Curricula 

The courses encompass the two broad 
areas of Command Management and 
General Management. 

COMMAND MANAGEMENT includes 
Program, Budget, Accounting, Manpower 
and Logistics Management, which are 
the elements of the Army Command 
Management System (A'CMS). In effect, 
Command Management encompasses the 
functions of management performed by 
and within an organization at its vari- 
ous levels of line and staff to accom- 
plish the mission.

analysis, they are kept abreast of ad- 
vances in military and business manage- 
ment. 


Dynamics of Executive 
Development 


Executive development is total growth, 
as vital to top executive levels as to the 
middle and lower. Structure, precedent 
and philosophy can impede or speed de- 
velopment, dependent upon the types and 
degrees of control exercised and intellec- 
tual freedom provided. 

Adult education results from the proc- 
ess of further learning through the abil- 
ity of increased reasoning. It effects 
changes in human behavior as results 
of increased knowledge and skills and 
awareness of the impact of attitudes and 
habits. 

The U. S. Army Management School 
conducts military executive development 
programs stressing decision-making and 
policy determination. The philosophy 
and objectives of the School are pursued 
by providing a climate of healthy skep- 
ticism and intellectual curiosity. Intel- 
lectual restlessness produces discontent 
which is the first essential of progress. 
Constructive discontent with rote, proce- 
dure and routine—with the moderately 
successful status quo—results in econ- 
omy, progress and improvement of man- 
agement in the U. S. Army. 

The importance of being able to think 
creatively and conceptually and of de- 
veloping an attitude receptive to the 
new and different is stressed as a neces- 
sity. Participants are encouraged to 
share generously of their ideas, in cross- 
fire fashion, with others of related yet 
dissimilar positions. Through their varied 
backgrounds and experiences as proven 
leaders, they may well have come to 
champion different philosophies and 
methods of managing. They are urged 
to seek improvement of the old and to 
search for different and better ways to 
manage more effectively and less expen- 
sively. 

By designedly melding the extensive 
and varied professional skills, experi- 
ences and responsibilities of the senior 
executive participants, the School cre- 
ates an atmosphere in which problems 
become challenges and the pressure for 
innovation and constructive change is 
compelling. Decision-making becomes 
the proving ground of creative concepts 
and policies, The potential for individ- 
uals and groups to solve the many and 
complex problems of the modern Army 
is both demonstrated and increased. 

Many varied solutions and philosophies 
are explored. Intelligent questioning and 
thoughtful doubts are encouraged. 
Dogma is not preached, Pat solutions 
and formal answers are attacked. Intel- 
lectual friction is generated. The honest 
conflict of objective analyses and con- 
structive differences of opinion is en- 
couraged. Uninhibited expression of 
fruitful ideas is urged in an atmosphere 
of complete academic freedom. Each par- 
ticipant is challenged to analyze him- 
self and his past actions—is encouraged 
to make a thorough appraisal of his 
present managerial behavior—and to 
take a scrutinizing forward look at his 
future management intentions. Each is 
afforded ample opportunity to think and 
to speak for himself, to project himself 
into a problem situation, and to think 
responsibly on the particular situation 
affected by facts, by his own thoughts, 
and the thoughts of others. 


Methodology 


United States Army Management 
School methodology is the carefully de- 
signed link between mission, philosophy, 
and curricula. Its design reflects the ex- 
tensive research in adult education and 
the experience of the faculty in applica- 
tion of the findings in a military environ- 
ment. Realism and informality, problem 
orientation and complete freedom to 
advance varied logical solutions produce 
the emotional involvement essential to 
total learning. 

The two broad academic purposes of 
the School—to impart knowledge and 
skills and demonstrate the impact of at- 
titudes and habits—dictate a planned 
balance between instructor conducted 
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seminars and guided discussions. Stimu- 
lating diversification is achieved through 
a variety and change in pace of metho- 
dologies. Seminars, practical exercises, 
guest speakers and carefully selected 
films are utilized for communication of 
knowledge and skills. Case analysis and 
participation in task oriented groups are 
employed to expose attitudes and evalu- 
ate habits. 

By use of the case method, incident 
process and other variations in the man- 
ner of presenting problem situations, 
participants are provided a unique op- 
portunity to test their ability to sense 
and define problems. The School unex- 
pectedly introduces a new case in the 
classroom and adds further situational 
developments in cases studied and dis- 
cussed by participants in small groups 
during the preceding afternoon and eve- 
ning. Thus participants are encouraged 
to develop flexibility and adaptability 
in their decision-making. The discipline 
of applied creativity, incorporated into 
selected case studies, provides vitality 


and injects increased challenge into 
many problems. 
The School provides all necessary 


academic and administrative services 
within a single building. This facilitates 
the organization of available skills and 
experiences in the class into group pat- 
terns which simulate the decision-mak- 
ing environment at the installation and 
higher echelons of command. Further 
familiarity with the dynamics of group 
operation is realized as a by-product 
of group problem solving activities. 

The guest speaker program includes 
outstanding military leaders such as 
General George H. Decker, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, and General Herbert 
B. Powell, Commanding General, United 
States Continental Army Command, In 
addition, the School obtains as guest 
speakers top government officials, and 
outstanding leaders of Industry and Edu- 
cation. Their formal presentations are 
approximately one hour in length, fol- 
lowed by a lively half hour question 
and answer period. 

Throughout these demanding and in- 
teresting instructional methodologies 
emphasis in on problem solving at top 
military management levels. The basic 
reason for the Army’s existence—to be 
trained and ready for combat in the de- 
fense of our Nation—is kept in constant 
focus. The School diligently dedicates 
itself to the theme that ARMY MAN- 
AGEMENT must be aimed at battle 
readiness of the combat arms and their 
supporting services. 


Recent Developments 


During the third week of the Army 
Management Course an innovative two 
and one-half day exercise, simulating 21 
months of Army Management experience 
in 21 hours, is presented. Individuals are 
assigned to six installation staffs which 
operate a theoretical class I installation 
known as: FORT SIMULATION. The 
decisions required involve the use of men, 
money, and materiel to accomplish five 
major assigned missions. Decisions are 
processed electronically by a computer 
and results are scored each quarter on 
a penalty basis to indicate which staff

has made the best utilization of avail- 
able resources. The requirement for re- 
sources is developed from _ projected 
workloads and experience’ standards. 
Normally requirements exceed available 
resources, and the staffs are required to 
apply mission priorities in establishing 
cost ceilings. The exercise emphasizes 
the need for properly balancing man- 
power, supply, and contractual service 
resources. Perhaps the most challeng- 
ing aspect is the requirement for deci- 
sions involving the management of in- 
stallation-owned inventories. The neces- 
sity for maintaining levels of supply 
which are adequate to support program- 
med operations finds participants emer- 
ging from the dilemma with a better 
understanding of field stock control and 
the relationship between costs and obli- 
gations. Through this simulation, man- 
agement of ‘Army resources is practiced 
in the same manner that tactics and 
strategy have been successfully tested 
in maneuvers, CPX’s and war games. 
FORT SIMULATION provides partici- 
pants an invaluable opportunity to ap- 
ply the principles of management 
learned during the first two weeks of 
the course. 

In March of this year the school spon- 
sored THE ARMY’S FIRST MILITARY 
CREATIVE PROBLEM SOLVING SEM- 
INAR, conducted by the Creative Educa- 
tion Foundation of Buffalo, New York. 

Fighty-seven senior military and ci- 
villian members of the three services 
examined ways and means of achieving 
a breakthrough into new frontiers of 
creative decision making. The seminar 
pointed up attitudes and approaches con- 
ducive to a breakthrough in the creative 
decision-making process which would be 
helpful to the services in performing 
their vital security missions, 

A general officer remarked, “The 
seminar demonstrated that the output 
of imnovation and creative thought 
which comes sporadically from the desk 
of any commander or staff officer can 
be materially increased through applying 
the disciplines advocated by the Creative 
Education Foundation.” 

Application of the principles of ap- 
plied creativity can provide the chal- 
lenge and expanded horizons necessary 
for those in the military to exhibit 
resilience, flexibility and adaptiveness. 
A Navy admiral stated, “this letter is 
to place on record my enthusiastic sup- 
port of the creative approach to the solu- 
tion of military problems—I believe the 
principles demonstrated at the Seminar 
have a wide application at the staff and 
command levels.” And an Air Force of- 
ficer reacted, “to say the experience was 
stimulating and refreshing is @ gross 
understatement.” 

Tough-minded decisions and action 
were underscored words during all three 
days. A senior Army civilian seemed to 
express the general consensus of the 
participants, “It is a wnique and reward- 
ing experience to swap ideas with others 
in an atmosphere of creative problem 
solving—where negativism, defeatism, 
and precedent are checked at the door. 
Creativity and imagination are indeed 
key elements of decision making.”

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PENTAGON PLANS TO STRENGTHEN the 
Strategic Army Corps were receiving high-level 
attention this week as Secretary McNamara 
transmitted to President Kennedy his estimate 
of what would be needed to beef-up U. S. con- 
ventional war forces. The plans would see the 
addition of the Ist Infantry Division, Ft. Riley, 
Kans., to STRAC. This would bring the Nation’s 
“brushfire war” force to its former complement 
of two airborne and two infantry divisions. 


THE ARMY WOULD ALSO like to see its 
remaining two Stateside divisions in the 
Strategic Army Force, the 2d Armored at Ft. 
Hood, Tex., and the 2d Infantry at Ft. Benning, 
Ga., brought up to full strength and instant 
readiness. Both these divisions have large 
training responsibilities which would have to be 
shifted elsewhere if they were to be put on a 
combat-ready status. 


TOP NAVY AND AIR FORCE officials have 
been watching the new appraisal of U. S. con- 
ventional war strength with increasing appre- 
hension. Reason is that the role of the Navy’s 
carrier forces is again up for review by Secre- 
tary McNamara, as is U. S. air and sea lift 
capability. Many officials believe that the U. S. 
should now contract for the necessary sea lift 
for MSTS to guarantee U. S. requirements in 
any forseeable emergency. 


THERE IS LITTLE POSSIBILITY, at present 
of more than token deployments overseas to 
bring U. S. forces now in Europe to their top 
combat potential. Relatively few troops, it is 
authoritatively estimated would be necessary 
for this purpose. Large overseas deployments to 
meet the Soviet threat in Europe are considered 
unlikely. Best bet is that most actions to 
strengthen U. S. conventional war forces will 
be applied to units within the ZI which could 
be moved out to trouble spots on short notice. 


DEFENSE CONTRACTORS WILL BE 
GRADED on a Pentagon performance chart 
in the future. The Defense Department Secre- 
tariat has developed a new plan under which 
design contractors will be selected by giving 
additional weight to “past performance.” 


GENERAL CURTIS E LeMAY’S REPUTA- 
TION for blunt answers went unharmed during 
a recent exchange with Senator Allen Ellender 
(D-La). The Senator wanted to know if the 
U. S. economy could continue to support huge 
defense expenditures over a long period of time. 
The General’s reply: “I’m not qualified to 
answer that, but I will answer it anyway. Yes.” 





THE ARMY’S SKYCAV, which was once put out 
of operation because of Air Force opposition, is 
back in the sister-Service’s good graces. The 
lst Reconnaissance Squadron, 16th Sky Cavalry, 
is working with the Air Force in the survival 
training program set up for the Air Force Acad- 
emy’s newly admitted class of 1965. The Army 
Sky Cavalry and its helicopters will furnish logis- 
tic support, emergency air evacuation, schedule 
reconnaissance patrols, and support “aggressor 
forces” during the Class’s 20-mile survival trek 
over the Rampart Range. 


THE USAF ACADEMY IS MAKING good use 
of Part III Category Reserve officers in its Candi- 
date Advisory Service. It has increased from 
950 to 1,500 the number of such officers to provide 
a minimum of two liaison officers for each Con- 
gressional district. These reserve officers, who 
are business or professional men in their commu- 
nities, act as foster alumni of the Academy 
in counseling youths desiring to attend the 
Academy. They get no pay for this, but do get 
two weeks’ active duty with pay for attending 
the Academy’s Candidate Advisory Service every 
three years. 
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THE CONTRACT AWARDED by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee to the University of 
Michigan for the purpose of making the study of 
the military retirement system was for a maxi- 
mum fee of $75,000. The Journal, which had asked 
and been refused information about the amount 
of the contract on several previous occasions, put 
the question to Chairman Richard B. Russell 
(D-Ga) who asked Committee staff members to 
supply the answer. 


A STAFF SPOKESMAN said the study was 
undertaken by the University of Michigan on a 
non-profit basis, with the ultimate fee to be the 
“actual cost” of making the study, and not to 
exceed $75,000. The University has not yet sub- 
mitted its bill to the Committee. 


ANXIOUS TO EXPEDITE manufacture of the 
new M14 rifle, the Army has given Brig. Gen. 
Elmer J. Gibson extraordinary powers to exer- 
cise broad authority in the production and sup- 
ply of the new weapon. General Gibson, who has 
spent 14 years in management and production 
of Ordnance material, will operate from the 
Pentagon office of Lt. Gen. J. H. Hinrichs, Chief 
of Ordnance. The M14 is being built at two 
plants, but a third commercial production source 
is under consideration. 


INCENTIVE PAY for additional personnel in- 
volved in high- or low-pressure experiments has 
been asked of Congress by the Defense Depart- 
ment. Present law authorizes additional pay for 
instructor-observers in low-pressure chambers 
at physiological training facilities. The Pentagon 
wants to extend it to technicians conducting 
low-pressure chamber research and to both tech- 
nicians and test subjects engaged in high-pres- 
sure chamber experiments at installations con- 
ducting high altitude space and under-water 
research. The Pentagon said: “Participation in 
high-altitude chamber experiments entails more 
risk than can reasonably be accepted without 
additional compensation.” Estimated annual cost 
is $50,000. 


_PEGGING HIS APPEAL on the “shocking 
reality” of Soviet air strength displayed during 
the recent USSR air show, Representative Bob 
Wilson (R-Calif), is urging additional procure- 
ment of the F-106 all-weather interceptor. Con- 
gress approved $100 million for the plane last 
year but the money was not used. Soviet de- 
velopments now make it imperative, Congress- 
man Wilson says, for the U. S. to obtain the 
latest and best manned interceptors “in sufficient 
quantities to meet the threat.” 


REGULAR COMMISSIONS FOR MALE 
NURSES in the Army and Navy have been 
proposed by Representative Frances P. Bolton 
(R-Ohio). The Air Force already has such au- 
thority and is planning to bring some of its 
150 male nurses into the Regular ranks next 
year. The Army’s approximately 250 male nurs- 
es are all Reservists. The Navy has refused to 
grant male nurse commissions. Mrs. Bolton says 
“Experience has shown that men are particular- 
ly useful and effective as general duty nurses, 
anesthetists, psychiatric nurses and operating 
room nurses” and Regular commissions would 
bolster career motivation among the males serv- 
ing in the Nurse Corps. 


A STERN CRITIC of Defense Department 
manpower policies, Representative Frank Ko- 
walski (D-Conn) has commen ed the Pentagon 
for its new policy on the employment of retired 
military personnel in civilian jobs within the 
Defense Department (first page). “No one ques- 
tions the right of a retired officer to a job for 
which he is qualified,” Congressman Kowalski 
(a retired Army Colonel) said, but “there have 
been too many instances of defense jobs being 
‘tailored’ for officers reaching retirement.” 


COL. KENNETH E. PLETCHER, assigned to 
the AF Inspector General’s Directorate of 
Flying Safety at Norton AFB, Calif., will be 
the new MATS Surgeon, Scott AFB, Ill. He 
replaces Brig. Gen. Robert S. Brua, newly as- 
signed to the two-star PACAF Surgeon billet. 


ADDED AUTHORITY has been given Assist- 
ant Defense Secretary Arthur Sylvester to 
censor speeches and statements of Service per- 
sonnel. A new directive has been issued tighten- 
ing his powers in that area. The Administration 
is particularly concerned that Service officers 
keep out of the field of foreign policy. 


ASS’T SEC’Y SYLVESTER immediately found 
himself at odds with the peppery VAdm. Hyman 
Rickover who told a TV audience that an officer 
in the Navy is in a position to know more than 
others and has a duty to alert his fellow citizens 
to what’s going on. Sylvester holds a different 
view, telling The Journal that a military officer 
does not have the same freedoms as a citizen. 
Moreover, he says, a Service officer’s position 
gives added weight to his public utterances. 


IN SUPPORT OF HIS STAND, Mr. Sylvester 
displayed a photostatic copy of a 1914 letter 
from President Wilson to the Army Chief of 
Staff saying “I write to suggest and advise all 
officers of the service, whether active or retired, 
to refrain from public comment of any kind 
upon the military or political situation on the 
other side of the water. I would be obliged if 
you would let them know that the request and 
advice comes from me. It seems to me highly 
unwise and improper that officers of the Army 
and Navy of the United States should make any 
public utterances to which any color of political 
or military criticism can be given where other 
nations are involved.” 


AFTER THIRTEEN YEARS in the House, 
Representative Charles E. Bennett (D-Fla) will 
move to a front row seat on the House Armed 
Services Committee before the next session of 
Congress. He becomes the 10th-ranking Demo- 
crat on the Committee with the resignation of 
Representative Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex) whose 
appointment to the Court of Military Appeals 
was confirmed by the Senate 17 July. Congress- 
man Kilday will go to his new post following 
adjournment. 


MAJ. GEN. BENJAMIN D. FOULOIS, USAF- 
Ret., first Chief of the Army Air Corps, will be 
awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross under 
the terms of a joint resolution approved by the 
Senate Armed Services Committee. The proposal, 
sponsored by Senator Barry Goldwater (R-Ariz), 
recognizes General Foulois’ “extraordinary and 
heroic achievements in aerial flight while serving 
with the air arm of the Army from 1908 to 1935.” 
The General, now 83, was Chief of the Air Serv- 
ice in the AEF during WWI and Army Air Corps 
Chief from 1931 to ’35. Senator Goldwater told 
the Senate Committee that General Foulois’ 
greatest contributions to the “fledgling air arm” 
came at a time when there was no DFC. 


A STRIKING EXAMPLE of the different 
policies followed by the Services in personnel 
matters took place as the Navy released the 
names (see page 3) of Line captains selected 
for rear admiral. The selection board, headed 
by Admiral H. P. Smith, CinC U. S. Naval 
Forces, Europe, reported out 14 July, its report 
was transmitted to and approved by President 
Kennedy the same day and before evening the 
complete list was issued to the press. The Army, 
at the same time, refused to divulge whether 
its temporary colonel selection board, headed 
by Maj. Gen. Ralph K. Butchers, had completed 
its work as scheduled. It had previously an- 
nounced that no “Butchers Board” selectees 
would be made public until September. 


THE NAVY’S QUICK ANNOUNCEMENT of 
its flag selections followed that Service’s gen- 
eral policy of making all promotion selections 
public as soon as they are approved by the 
President. What was unusual, however, is the 
fact that Admiral Smith’s flag selection board 
met exactly 10 days. This is the shortest time 
on recent record for the the deliberations of 
Naval selection boards to any rank. It is also 
the minimum time allowed by law.

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Civil Defense High 
In Army Missions 


The Army was in the Civil Defense 
business long before President Kennedy 
ordered specific civil defense respon- 
sibility assigned to Secretary of Defense 
McNamara. 

In his final annual report to the Pres- 
ident, former Army Secretary Brucker 
points out that in an attack upon the 
United States, the Army’s responsibility 
to offer “effective assistance” in civil de- 
fense “would be second only to its com- 
bat responsibility.” 

Secretary Brucker’s report, just re- 
leased, says that during 1960 “the Army 
took steps to improve its preparedness 
to render support to the Nation in a 
civil defense role in the event of a gen- 
eral war.” 

“Realistically evaluating the dangers 
arising from a massive nuclear attack on 
the United States” he states “and the 
widespread devastation which would ex- 
ist, the Army recognized that its re- 
sponsibility to offer effective assistance 
would be second only to its combat re- 
sponsibility.” 

Mr. Brucker pointed out that “sizable 
military forces may be required for em- 








ployment in civil defense and substantial 
military forces may be necessary to as- 
sure national survival.” 

The former Army Secretary noted that 
the civil defense mission must fall upon 
both the active Army and the Reserves, 
which, he noted, “have a ready capabil- 
ity” because of their wide geographical 
distribution, their possession of arms 
and equipment, and their trained man- 
power organized within the military 
structure.

The Air Force Aid Society will 
conduct its annual membership 
campaign 1-15 August. 

During fiscal year 1960, the 
AFAS—supported solely by dona- 
tions from Air Force members, 
private individuals, and organiza- 
tions—gave financial assistance to- 
taling $455,940 to its members. Of 
that amount, $31,729 was given in 
outright grants, and $371,211 was 
in the form of non-interest bear- 
ing loans.

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400 Top AF- Industry Experts In 2-Day 
Meeting On Missile Propellant Safety 


Air Force and industry experts met 
this week to investigate new ways to 

make missiles safer, especially the po- 
tentially destructive propellants that 
power them. 

The 47th Air Force-Industry Safety 
Conference, a closed affair, was held for 
two days at the Mission Inn in River- 
side, Calif. More than 400 missile pro- 
pellant specialists attended. 

Keynoting the sessions was Maj, Gen. 
Perry B. Griffith, Deputy Inspector Gen- 
eral for Safety, Headquarters USAF, 
whose Pentagon-level Directorate of 
Missile Safety at nearby Norton AFB, 
Calif., sponsored the conference. 

Seventeen Air Force authorities on 
propellant safety, including three other 
general officers, spoke on such subjects 
as solid and liquid fuels, sensing devices, 
public s fety aspects of propellant waste 
disposal, protective clothing, environ- 
mental factors, micrometeorological data, 
missile siting considerations, cryogenic 
cleanliness, and the _ transportation, 
storage, and transfer of propellants. 

Col. George T. Buck, Director of Mis- 
sile Safety for the USAF, said primary 
objectives of the conference was to de- 





velop improved criteria for handling 
missile propellants and to promote a 
free exchange of propellant accident and 
safety information between the military 
and industry. 

Ranking speakers in addition to Gen- 
eral Griffith were Maj. Gen. James B. 
Knapp, SAC Director of Civil Engineer- 
ing; Maj. Gen. Frank E. Rouse, ADC 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Materiel; and 
Brig. Gen. Norman L,. Peterson, Com- 
mander, Air Weather Service. 

In addition to missile propellant spe- 
cialists from throughout the Air Force 
and all major U. S. companies manu- 
facturing missiles, components, propel- 
lants, and protective equipment, con- 
ferees included representatives from the 
Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, British 
Royal Air Force, and Royal Canadian 
Air Force.

Family Protection Act Jeopardized; 
Senate Committee Delays Approval 


ALTERING testimony has raised an 

unexpected roadblock to Senate pas- 
sage of the reviseq Uniformed Services 
Contingency Option Act. 

The new USCOA blueprint, previously 
approved by the House and re-named the 
Retired Serviceman’s Family Protection 
Act, is designed to improve USCOA fi- 
nancing and to give thousands in the 
Armed Forces a new opportunity to pro- 
vide additional benefits for their fam- 
ilies. 

No Senate opposition to the measure 
was expected, but Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee hearings on 13 July cul- 
minated in a decision to postpone final 
approval. Chairman Richard B. Russell 
(D-Ga) later said, in response to a ques- 
tion from THE JOURNAL, that he is hope- 
ful the measure still will be acted upon 
during the current session. 

The decision to delay approval of the 
bill came after Mr. Robert Myers, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Actuaries which 
oversees the program, objected to cer- 
tain provisions of the House-passed meas- 
ure, Although the witness said the bill 
is acceptable to the Board of Actuaries 
in the form in which it was approved by 
the House, he said it would be more ac- 
ceptable without two of the House-im- 
posed provisions. 

Mr. Myers’ objections to the bill raised 
questions which were not satisfactorily 
resolved for the committee members by 
his subsequent answers, 

One of the most important features of 
the proposal, in addition to the changes 
which make participation in the pro- 
gram more attractive, is the elimination 
of the socalled “death-bed” elections 
which have resulted in costly outlays 
from the USCOA bank account. 

Unless the bill is enacted, these costs 
will continue to mount, and, the House 
Armed Services Committee has pre- 
dicted, will ultimately result in “higher 
withholding rates” for all participants.

tagon in supporting the measure. He 
said it is needed to increase USCOA 
participation “through more flexible 


elections,” improve financial stability by 


eliminating bad-risks, and simplify ad- 
ministration. 
He said the Department has “never 


been satisfied with the number of elig- 
ible members electing to come into the 
program,” particularly enlisted men, and 
cited several provisions which are de. 
signed to “increase participation.” These 
include provisions allowing: 

@e Members with 18 or more years of 
service, who are now barred from mak- 
ing an election, to make an election that 
will be effective provided they do not 
retire for at least three years after the 
date of election. 

e Changes and revocations to become 
effective in three years instead of the 
present five. 

e@ Revocation without barring the 
member from subsequent participation 
in the program once he has met appro- 
priate time requirements. 

@ Members to withdraw from the pro- 
gram in cases of severe hardship. 

Admiral Clarey said the program’s fi- 
nancial stability would be improved by 
permitting a member with less than 18 


years’ service to elect up until the last 
day of active duty to enter the pro- 
gram, but barring payment of USCOA 


annuities if the member dies of a serv- 
ice-connected cause and his survivors 
are eligible to receive Survivor Benefit 
payments from the V.A. 

In such cases, survivors also would 
receive an appropriate refund from the 
USCOA program. 

The Senate Committee has not indi- 
cated when it will give further consid- 
eration to the proposal.

The menu for the luncheon consisted 
of Shrimp Cocktail (dehydrated); to- 
mato, grapefruit and orange juice (con- 
centrated); baked ham, roast tom tur- 
key with trimmings (boneless, precooked, 
frozen); mashed potatoes (dehydrated 
granules); green beans with bacon 
(dehydrated beans, prefried bacon); 
gravy (gravy base); cole slaw (dehy- 
drated cabbage, pepper and vinegar); 
onion rolls (dehydrated onions); fruit 
up-side down cake (dehydrated fruit 
mix); spiced apple pie (dehydrated ap- 
ples); coffee and milk (instant). 

“Ration dense” includes concentrated, 
dehydrated, prefabricated, compressed, 
precooked, and frozen foods. They have 
had all the waste and bulk removed, 
thus bones, pits, peelings, trimmings and 
water are not occupying storage space. 

Admiral Knoll is keenly interested in 
the new ration dense foods due to the 
fact that the provisions supply ships are 
under his command, Use of the new ra- 
tion dense foods will enable the combat- 
ant ships to stay at sea for longer pe- 
riods of time without replenishing.

OFFICIAL TEXT

Commercial Enterprises” (cancelled herein) 


I. Purpose And Scope 

A. This Directive prescribes the standards of con- 
duct, relating to possible conflict between private 
interests and official duties, required of all military 
and civilian DoD personnel, regardless of assignment. 
Close adherence to these principles, it is believed, 
will insure compliance with the high ethical stand- 
ards demanded of all public servants. 

B. There is attached a copy of Executive Order 
10939 of May 5, 1961, which prescribes special stand- 
ards applicable to Presidential appointees and others. 

C. This Directive is also intended to insure that 
DoD personnel do not knowingly transact business 
with persons who are within statutory prohibitions 
or under circumstances where there may be a possi- 
ble conflict of interest between Governmental duties 
and private affairs. It is in consonance with the Code 
of Ethics for Government Service contained in House 
Concurrent Resolution 175, 85th Congress, which is 
applicable to all DoD personnel. 


II. Cancellation 
References (a), (b), and (c) are superseded and 
cancelled on the effective date of this Directive. 


III, Definition 


The term DoD personnel as used in this Directive, 
unless the context indicates otherwise, means all civ- 
ilian officers and employees of all the offices, agencies, 
and departments in the Department of Defense, and 
all officers, warrant officers and enlisted members of 
the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. 


IV. Conflicts Of Interest 


A. GENERAL 

All DoD personnel are bound to refrain from any 
private business or professional activity which would 
place them in a position where there is a conflict be- 
tween their private interests and the public interest 
of the United States. DoD personnel will not engage 
in any private activity which involves the improper 
use of information gained through a DoD position. 
DoD personnel must not use the prerogatves of their 
official positions for their personal benefit or on be- 
half of relatives or friends who have business deal- 
ings with the DoD, Even though a technical conflict 
of interest, as set forth in the statutes cited in In- 
closure 3 may not exist, it is desirable to avoid the 
appearance of such a conflict from a public confi- 
dence point of view. 


B. DISQUALIFYING FINANCIAL INTEREST 

In any case where DoD personnel have any finan- 
cial interest in any business entity, or have arranged 
or are negotiating for their subsequent employment 
by such entity, they are disqualified from represent- 
ing the DoD in dealings of any kind with such entity. 


C. DISQUALIFICATION PROCEDURE 

1. In any matter where, in accordance with B. 
above, DoD personnel believe that they should be 
disqualified from taking action in a particular matter, 
they will so inform an appropriate superior and will 
thereupon be relieved of their duty and responsi- 
bility in that particular matter. In addition, where a 
Superior thinks anyone responsible to him may have 
a disqualifying interest, he will discuss the matter 
with that person, and, if he finds such an interest 
does exist, he will relieve the person of duty and 
responsibility in the particular matter. In cases of 
disqualification under this paragraph, the matter will 
be reassigned for decision and action to someone else 
who is not subordinate to the disqualified person. 

2. Appropriate officials in the office of the Secretary 


of each military department shall be designated as 
responsible for proper coordination and disposition of 
all problems relating to conflict of interest, in ac- 
cordance with regulations to be prescribed by the 
respective Secretaries. In the Office of the Secretary 
of Defense the General Counsel, or his designee, will 
handle these matters. 

3. Membership in a Reserve component of the 
armed forces or in the National Guard does not, in 
itself, prevent a person from practicing his civilian 
profession or occupation before, or in connection 
with, any department (5 U.S.C. 30 r (c), (d)).

V. Dealing With Present And Former 
Military and Civilian Personnel 

DoD personnel will not knowingly deal with mili- 
tary or civilian personnel, or former military or civ- 
ilian personnel of the Government, if such action will 
result in a violation of a statute or policy set forth 
in this Directive. 


VI. Retired Regular Officers 


A. PROSECUTION OF CLAIMS 

A regular retired officer of the armed forces may 
not, within two years of his retirement, act as agent 
or attorney for prosecuting any claim against the 
Government, or assist in the prosecution of such a 
claim or receive any gratuity or any share of or 
interest in such claim in consideration for having 
assisted in the prosecution of such a claim, if such 
claim involves the DoD. Nor may a regular retired 
officer at any time act as an agent or attorney for 
prosecuting any claim against the Government or 
assist in prosecution of such claim, or receive any 
gratuity or any share of or interest in such a claim 
in consideration for having assisted in the prosecu- 
tion of such claim, if such claim involves any subject 
matter with which he was directly connected while 
on active duty. 


B. SELLING OR CONTRACTING FOR SALE 

No regular retired officer of the Armed Forces will 
sell, contraet for the sale of, or negotiate for the 
sale of anything to the military department in which 
he has retired status in violation of applicable statu- 
tory restrictions. Retired pay of a regular retired 
officer is subject to forfeiture during any period 
within two years of. his retirement if he sells for 
himself or another any supplies or war materials to 
the Department of Defense, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, or the Public Health Service. For 
the purpose of this section, selling means (1) signing 
a bid, proposal, or contract, (2) negotiating a con- 
tract, or (3) contacting an officer or employee of the 
Department of Defense for the purpose of (i) obtain- 
ing or negotiating contracts, (ii) negotiating or dis- 
cussing changes in specifications, price, cost allow- 
ances, or other terms of a contract, or (iii) settling 
disputes concerning performance of a contract, (4) 
any other liaison activity with a view toward the 
ultimate consummation of a sale even though the 
actual contract therefor is subsequently negotiated 
by another person. However, it is not the intent of 
this Directive to preclude a retired officer from ac- 
cepting employment with private industry solely be- 
cause his employer is a contractor with the Govern- 
ment. 


VII. Reserve Personnel 

A. Members of the reserve components of the 
Armed Forces who are on active duty other than for 
training are “officers” or “employees” of the United 
States for the purpose of bringing them within the 
statutes cited in paragraph A of Inclosure 3, When 
members are released from active duty, they become 
former personnel for the purpose of bringing them 
within paragraph B of Inclosure 3. 

B. Members of the reserve components, whether 
in the Ready, Standby or Retired Reserve, who are 
not on active duty are not, solely because of their 
status as Reserves, considered to be officers of the 
United States for the purpose of bringing them within 
the statutes cited in paragraphs A and B of Inclos- 
ure 3. 

C, Receipt of retired pay by Reserve or former 
Reserves does not, in itself, make such personnel 
officers or employees, or former officers or employees, 


of the United States for the purpose of bringing them 
within the statutes cited in paragraphs A and B of 
Inclosure 3. Paragraph C of Inclosure 3 does not 
apply to retired Reserves. 

D. Reserves who are on active duty for training 
do not become officers or employees of the United 
States for the purpose of bringing them within the 
statutes cited in paragraphs A and B of Inclosure 3 
solely because they are on active duty for training. 
While they are on active duty for training, however, 
Reserves are subject to the policies prescribed in this 
Directive. 


Vill. Enrollment 


A. An officer of the armed forces having served 
at least eight years on active duty shall, after re- 
tirement and/or release from active duty, and upon 
engaging for a consideration to sell, or to aid or 
assist in selling either for himself or another to the 
Department of Defense or any of the armed forces 
of the United States, within 30 days therefrom file 
a statement to that effect with the Secretary of the 
Department with which he proposed to negotiate. 
The statement shall contain substantially the infor- 
mation required on the attached sample format (In- 
closure 4). Such officer after filing shall notify the 
Secretary of the Department concerned of any change 
in his employment status. 

B. The Secretaries of the military departments 
shall prescribe such regulations as they deem appro- 
priate with regard to the use and disposition of 
these statements. 


IX. Gratuities 

A. DoD personnel will not accept any favor, gra- 
tuity, or entertainment directly or indirectly, from 
any person, firm, corporation, or other entity which 
has engaged, is engaged, or is endeavoring to engage 
in procurement activities or business transactions of 
any sort with any agency of the DoD, where such 
favor, gratuity, or entertainment might affect, or 
might reasonably be interpreted as affecting, the im- 
partiality of such personnel, If they believe that an 
offer of a favor, gratuity, or entertainment may con- 
stitute attempted bribery, they will promptly report 
the offer to their immediate superior, who, if he be- 
lieves the offer may constitute an attempted bribe, 
will report it promptly, pursuant to departmental 
procedures. Any question or doubt on the part of 
the immediate superior will be resolved in favor of 
reporting the matter. 

B. Gifts from foreign governments shall be handled 
in accordance with DoD Directive 1005.3. 


X. Official Representation Funds 

Use of official representation funds shall be subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of Defense, the Dep- 
uty Secretary of Defense or the Secretaries of the 
military departments. Funds are to be utilized only 
for official entertainment to maintain the standing 
and prestige of the United States by extending offi- 
cial courtesies to certain officials and dignitaries of 
the United States and foreign countries. 


XI. Use Of Government Facilities, 
Property, And Manpower 


A. Government facilities, property, and manpower, 
such as stenographic and typing assistance, mimeo- 
graph services, and chauffeur services, shall be used 
only for official government business, This section is 
not intended to preclude the use of Government fa- 
cilities for activities which would further military- 
community relations provided they do not interfere 
with the military missions. 

B. Special mission aircraft shall be used only for 
official purposes and such use shall be approved by 
the Secretary of Defense, the Deputy Secretary of 
Defense, the Secretaries gf the military departments, 
the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Chiefs 
of Staff, Army and Air Force, the Chief of Naval 
Operations, or the Commandant of the Marine Corps. 


C. MOTOR VEHICLES 

1. Full-time assignment of official vehicles to offi- 
cials of the Department of Defense at the Seat of 
Government shall be subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of Defense or the Deputy Secretary of De- 
fense. Full-time assignments at field installations will 
be subject to the approval of the Secretary of the

military department concerned. 

2, Defense personnel authorized full-time use of 
official vehicles shall not use such vehicles for other 
than the actual performance of official duties. Ve- 
hicles authorized on a full-time basis shall not be 
reassigned to others not entitled to such use. 

3. Other administrative use of motor vehicles shall 
be authorized only when official transportation is 
essential to the successful operation of activities of 
the Government. 

4. Use of motor vehicles, whether authorized on a 
full-time or trip basis, is not authorized for the offi- 
cial concerned, members of his family, or others, for 
private personal engagements. 
Questions with regard to the official nature of a par- 
ticular shall be resolved in favor of strict com- 
pliance with statutory restrictions.

XII. Prohibition Of Contributions Or 
Presents To Superiors 


No officer or employee in the United States Gov- 
ernment employ shall at any time solicit contribu- 
tions from other officers or employees in the Govern- 
ment service for a gift or present to those in a su- 
perior official position; nor shall any such officials 
or superiors receive any gift or present offered or 
presented to them as a contribution from persons 
in Government employ receiving a less salary than 
themselves; nor shall any officer or employee make 
any donation as a gift or present to any official su- 
perior. Every person who violates this section shall 





be summarily discharged from the Government em- 


ploy. (R.S. 1784; 5 U.S.C, 113). 


XIII. Use of Civilian and Military Titles 
In Connection With Commercial 
Enterprises 


A. All civilian and regular military personnel, in- 
cluding retired and reserve component personnel on 
extended active duty, are prohibited from using their 
civilian and military title or position in connection 
with any commerical enterprise or in endorsing any 
commercial product. (The foregoing shall not be 
deemed to preclude publication by such personnel 
of books, articles, etc., which identify them as author 
by reference to their military title or position, pro- 
vided that publication of such material by such per- 
sonnel has been authorized by, and the material itself 
has been cleared by the Office of the Secretary of 
Defense under existing DoD procedures.) 

B. All retired personnel and all members of reserve 
components, not on active duty, are permitted to use 


their military titles in connection with commercial 
enterprises. Such use of military titles shall in no 
way cast discredit on the military services or the 


Department of Defense. Such use is prohibited in 
connection with commercial enterprises when such 
use, with or without the intent to mislead, gives rise 
to any appearance of sponsorship, sanction, endorse- 
ment, or approval by the military services or the 
Department of Defense, The military departments 
may restrict retired personnel and members of re- 
serve components, not on active duty, from using 





their military titles in connection with public ap- 
pearances in overseas areas. 


XIV. Civilian Employment Of Military 
Personnel 

A. No DoD personnel on active duty may accept 
outside employment if that employment requires him 
to be separated from his unit or organization or inter- 
feres with the performance of his official duties, 

B. No enlisted member of the DoD on active duty 
may be ordered or permitted to leave his post to 
engage in a civilian pursuit or business, or a perform- 
ance in civil life, for emolument, hire, or otherwise, 
if the pursuit, business, or performance interferes 
with the customary or regular employment of local 
civilians in their art, trade, or profession, 


XV. Effective Date 
The Directive shall be effective immediately, ex- 
cept that Section VIII. hereof shall be effective three 
months from the date of issuance of this Directive. 
Implementing regulations of the military depart- 
ments will be submitted to the Office of the Secretary 
of Defense for approval prior to promulgation.

planned transition from the previous 
time-in-grade program. 

“For the FY 1962 promotion program, 
those lieutenant colonels who complete 
21 years of PLS/ACS as of 31 December 
1961 and 2 years of active duty time-in- 
grade will be eligible for consideration 
in the primary zone. 

“A secondary zone of consideration is 
provided which includes all active duty 
lieutenant colonels who will complete 19 
years of PLS/ACS as of 31 December 
1961 and 4 years of active duty time-in- 
grade. 

“In addittion to the lieutenant colonels 
eligible in the secondary zone, as cited 
in par 3, above, all lieutenant colonels 
previously eligible under the time-in- 
grade system will be eligible in the sec- 
ondary zone in the new program, This 


includes all lieutenant colonels with 
dates of rank of 1956 or earlier. This 
modification was made for several rea- 


sons. Promotion to colonel is based on 
vacancies and is not directly related to 
a specific promotion opportunity as is 
temporary promoticn to major and lieu- 
tenant colonel. In addition, there is no 
deferral penalty attached to failure of 
selection to the grade of colonel when 
in the primary zone. 

“The secondary zone quota may be 
from 0 to 25% of the total quota for FY 
62. After the records of all eligible offi- 
cers in the primary zone have been re- 
viewed and if it is the majority opin- 
ion of the board that the secondary zone 
quota should be utilized at the expense 
of the primary zone, the Board may se- 
lect a secondary zone quota in any 
amount up to 25% of the total quota. 

“Officers eligible for secondary zone 
consideration will be considered by ma- 
jor air command boards and nominated 
to Headquarters USAF on a quota basis. 
Records of all primary zone officers will 
be reviewed by the Central Selection 
Board. 

“This change of eligibility criteria for 
consideration to temporary colonel com- 
pletes the transition to a service criterion 
started in FY 1960. It is expected that 
eligibility criteria will remain stable for 
the foreseeable future with only minor 
changes needed to bring the program in 
consonance with the Bolté Committee 
recommended single selection system at 
such time as it is enacted into law.”

but added that he believes the SDO pro- 
posal does not adequately “protect” the 
promotion opportunities of those who 
will be integrated into the unrestricted 
Line. 


The former Quartermaster General 
said SDO’s “for a great many years” 
were not permitted to attend Line 


schools, and will “suffer greatly” because 
they did not hold Line commands while 
serving in junior grades. 

General Hill recommended that if it 
is necessary to alter the supply organ- 
ization of the Marine Corps, the func- 
tions should be turned over to the 
Navy’s Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 

General Shoup said SDO officers cur- 


rently are permitted to attend Line 
schools, and “more will go to the 
schools” under the reorganization. He 


said, however, that it would not be 
practical to give all of those who have 
not attended such schools an opportunity 
to attend before they come up for pro- 
motion for the first time in their new 
unrestricted Line status. 

In answer to questions about the pro- 
posal to shift Marine supply functions 
to BuSandA, General Shoup said “I think 
if you going to go hunting. you 
ought to carry your own shotgun and 
shells with you.” 

He told the Committee “The supply 
duty officer concept is one which has 
outlived its usefulness in the Marine 
Corps. We have moved beyond the point 
where a small group of officers restricted 
in numbers and range of assignments

Corps in supply matters.” 

The Commandant said “supply matters 
cannot be isolated and set apart in a 
neat little compartment sufficient unto 
themselves.” Ever-increasing responsi- 
bilities for sound fiscal, supply and logis- 
tics performance, are being placed “upon 
our commanding officers at all levels,” 
he said. In order for CO’s to meet their 
personal responsibilities in this field, 
they “must be knowledgeable and com- 
petent in both supply and fiscal matters, 
for neither can be dealt with separate 
and apart from the other.” 

The fact that SDO officers are “denied 
the experience and training in command 


billets considered necessary for maxi- 
mum effectiveness throughout their 
Marine Corps careers,” he said, “seri- 
ously” limits Marine Corps efforts “to 


achieve the broad, overall level cf com- 
petence we must have in service support 
functiors.” 

General Shoup said the legislation will 
protect the career opportunities of SDO 
officers below the rank of colonel, and 
will not “substantially” change the pro- 
motion opportunities of those serving 
as colonels and generals. 

The Marine Commandant said SDO 
colonels currently are guaranteed 35 
years’ service and the Corps can’t get 
rid of some of them, The last SDO offi- 
cer who was promoted to the rank of 
colonel “will be with us until 1972” 
under the present law, he said. 

After listening to both sides of the 
argument, the Senate Committee ap- 
proved the measure and sent it to the 
floor.

Army Will Use Competition, Incentives, 
In Campaign For Reduction In Costs 


Cost reduction will receive intensive 
attention from the Army in the fiscal 
year just started, Brig. Gen. Fred Thor- 
lin, Commander of the Army Ordnance 
Tank-Automotive Command, told the 
Michigan Aeronautics and Space Asso- 
ciation 14 July. 

General Thoriin summarized _ the 
Army’s 1962 procurement picture by re- 
porting that the Army expects to get 
a little more money to use primarily for 
new aircraft, combat vehicles, and mis- 
siles, that it will make a “very deter- 
mined effort” to give more to small busi- 
ness and distressed areas, and that it 
feels “the cost of new equipment must 
be reduced.” 

“Cost reduction will receive increased 
attention in FY62,” he declared, “It is 
extremely important, The trend toward 
higher and higher prices is a serious 
problem affecting the Defense Procure- 
ment Program since the effect is less 
and less defense per dollar. We must 
make every possible effort to eliminate 
unjustifiable expenditures of any kind 
for the design, production and servicing 
of Army equipment. This must be a 
joint effort by the Army and by Indus- 
try—neither can do it alone. During 
FY62, the Army intends to quarterback 
this complex joint effort more intensively 
than ever before. Among the signals that 
will be called are these three: 

“a. The elimination of ‘nice-to-have’ 
features in military equipment which do 
not bear a reasonable relationship to the 


Lockheed Will Build “Hummingbird” VTOL 
Research Aircraft Under Army Award

OCKHEED’S Georgia Division is build- 
L ing a research aircraft for the Army 
that will fly like a hummingbird 
straight up, straight down, hover in mid- 


air, and straight forward at jet 
speed. 

The Army’s Transportation Research 
Command, Ft. Eustis, Va., will use the 
aircraft in various research flight pro- 
grams to test the jet ejector lift prin- 
ciple. 

Lockheed’s research engineers have 


been working on development of a jet 
airplane using this idea for the past four 
years. Test pilots have flown a tethered 
flight rig to prove feasibility of the ejec- 
tor augmentation principle 

Heart of the proposed aircraft is a 
system of ejector mixing chambers 
buried in the fuselage, which is fed by 
high velocity exhaust diverted from the 
two jet engines mounted in pods along 
either side of the fuselage. The mixing 


chambers are, in turn, enclosed at top 
and bottcm by bomb bay type flush 
doors. 

For vertical takeoff, the flush doors 
are opened and hot exhaust gases are 


diverted from the engines and fed to the 
mixing chambers. Here they are directed 
downward through jet nozzles for verti- 
cal lift. 

Once aloft, engine diverter valves and 


the fuselage doors are closed, thus di- 
recting the jet flow rearward for con- 
ventional forward flight. The same

The Army's newest supersonic target 
missile, the NA 273 Readhead/Roadrun- 
ner, has been successfully test-fired at 
White Sands Missile Range, New Mexico. 

The ramjet powered target, built by 
North American Aviation’s Columbus, 
Ohio, Division, blasted from a standard 
launcher under the power of its 6,000- 
pound thrust booster rocket. Within five 
seconds the missile had reached near son- 
ic speed.

Such 
clauses, judiciously used, will make it 
profitable for the contractor to make a 
real effort to reduce the price of the 
item he is producing. For example, a 
typical incentive clause would provide 
that the contractor share in the savings 
when he is able to propose an acceptable 
revision of Army drawings or specs for 
the item of equipment.”

fallacious, The fliers who must be 
grounded and the technical people the 
services must keep are not synonymous 
by any stretch of the imagination. Un- 
questionably some fliers also have tech- 
nical skills, but in general it is cer- 
tainly not true. And on the other side 
of the fence there are a great number 
of officers who have the high-need 
technical skills which are so lucrative 
who are not and never have been rated 
fliers. This last group would include 
not only Air Force officers, but Army, 
Navy, Marine Officers and certainly 
the non-commissioned officer techni- 
cians from all services. In the state- 
ment “The military must retain these 
men,” the pro-accrual presentation is 
perverting the need for technical peo- 
ple to apply across the board to fliers 
about to be grounded. 

Q. How did it happen that such a 
situation was allowed to exist? The 
original presentation presents a very 
good answer here, that the pro-accru- 
al people might re-read. 

Q. Service Parachute troops and sub- 
mariners are relieved of extra pay for 
their specialties when they no longer 
perform their hazardous duties. Why 
shouldn’t the same apply to flying per- 
sonnel? “Flying has always been re- 
garded ... as a life long career in it- 
self.” This is purely ridiculous. This is 
perhaps some of the root of the Air 
Force’s growing pains over the last 
decade. We are first professional men 
of arms. The fact that the arms of the 
moment happened to be aircraft is only 
incidental. Is a naval line officer sta- 
tioned on a destroyer first a seaman 
and secondly a naval officer? 

Q. Is money then the true motivating 
power for flight personnel? “The im- 
portant thing is that it would be a sym- 
bolic gesture . . . to these dedicated 
men.” If these men might resign if they 
do not receive accrual pay, one must 
question the depth of their dedication. 
There is no objection to symbolic ges- 
tures. if the rest of the house is in 
order, but in view of the “lucrative 
job market” which exists for technical 
officers, the rest of the house is appar- 
ently not in order. If the tax payer is 
to get the most defense per tax dollar, 





it makes little sense to pay officers who 
used to fly while a lucrative job mar- 
ket is drawing off the hard core skills 
which are needed today and tomorrow. 

Q. What happens if Accrual Pay is 
killed? Let us instead consider what 
will happen if it is not killed. In this 
case we might concern ourselves with 
three groups of Air Force Officers. 

1. A group of former fliers receiving 
supplemental pay as a “symbolic ges- 
ture” for past loyalties who

same time have no financial incentive | 


to retrain in high need technical skills. 
(Remember that flight pay itself is 
termed on incentive.) 

2. A group of never-rated but tech- 
nically skilled officers holding down 
hard core technical jobs who will com- 
pare themselves with contemporaries 
who do not have such skills but are 
receiving more money, And this com- 
parison must be made in light of the 
fact that the situation in civilian life 
is exactly the converse. 

3. A group of young officers embark- 
ing on a career who will be drawn to 
flying because of its great financial re- 
wards both while actually flying and 
afterwards, and thus at the same time 
drawn away from the technical skills 
that will be paramount when these 
officers mature. 

Q. How much will the Accrual Pay 
proposal cost the tax-payer? “An esti- 
mated $24 million in fiscal year 1962 
alone would be saved if the USAF did 
not have to use funds for operational 
(sic) and maintenance for aircraft em- 
ployed in proficiency flying.” If this is 
going to be an issue then in the spirit 
of making all the facts known to the 
taxpayer, it must be pointed out that 
he would save millions more if flight 
pay was terminated along with the 
aircraft. 

Q. Why then, are some people and 
organizations opposing this plan? Con- 
trary to the implication that we just 
don’t know all the facts, we believe 
that in view of the facts accrual pay is 
morally and economically unjust and 
unfair, and that in the long run it 
could have detrimental effects on the 
quality of the officer corps that must 
employ tomorrow’s weapons.
